Reed, who w^as expected to testify 
today at a coroner’s inquest, ex­ 
pressed belief that a fall \Vhite 
suffered last Wednesday night when 
he arose to address company em­ 
ploy es at a dinner, was responsible 
for the accident. 
He believed the 
previous accident caused White to 
become dizzy and lose his balance 
last night. 
Reed said White’s financial af­ 
fairs were in excellent shape and 
that there was no reason why he 
should tak e his life. 
His state­ 
ment that the death was an acci­ 
dent was concurred in by the dep­ 
uty coroner, Dwy er. 
W’hite’s body 
was found on a plot of ground six 
feet wide and extending the length 
of the building, and Dwy er con­ 
cluded its closeness to the struc­ 
ture indicated clearly death was ac­ 
cidental.

restoration of legalized liquor have 
short memories of no k nowledge of 
the lawlessness and corruption for 
which legalized liquor stood,” Shep­ 
pard said. 
“The fight against beverage alco­ 
hol reached an intensive status,” he 
said 
“when 
increased 
population, 
increased changes for gain made 
possible by the machine age united 
to bring about the manufacture of 
intoxicants to an extent that threat­ 
ened the permanent corruption and 
control of government, the general 
impairment of health and morals 
and efficiency .” 
Pointing to w’hat he called hope­ 
less division among the wets, Shep­ 
pard said “some of them advocate

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—This is 
how the farmer in the drought or 
storm area may obtain a loan from 
the $45,000,000 
emergency 
appro­ 
priation: 
He mak es application to the com­ 
munity or county committee set up 
under the seed loan administration. 
This committee, usually consisting 
of three prominent citizens repre­ 
senting farming, bank ing and busi­ 
ness interests, assists him in filling 
out his application and promissory 
note. 
The committee then sends the 
collaterial paper together with Its 
recommendations 
to 
the 
regional 
field office of the seed loan bu­ 
reau. 
At this office the amount 
which the farmer may receive is 
determined. 
The loan is made on a prom­ 
issory note bearing five per cent in­ 
terest and is secured by a crop 
mortgage or lien. 
Loans can be made for purposes 
of buy ing feed for w"ork stock , seed 
and fertilizber and for farm ma­ 
chinery fuel for putting in the crop.

ACHIEVEMENTS OF FRANKLIN 


Nex t to George Washington, Benjamin 
Frank lin was the best k nown American 
of the eighteenth century. 
He was re­ 
nowned wherever civilized men gathered, 
in the circles of philosophy, science and 
politics as one of the foremost men of his 
time. 
His personality was so delightful 
that everyone who met him was charmed. 
His versatility seems to have k nown no 
bounds, but it was through his sound 
judgment, common sense and clear think ­ 
ing that he was able to attain his strik ing 
success. 
So great and varied are his 
achievements that only a comprehensive 
work could do justice to his many ac­ 
complishments. 
This great hero of the Revolutionary 
W ar and warm friend of Washington, 
was born in Boston, on January 17, 1706. 
The 225th anniversary of Frank lin’s birth 
is the occasion for a statement from the 
Division of Information and Publication of 
the 
George 
Washington 
Bicentennial 
Commission which pays tribute to the 
memory of the great American and calls 
upon all his countrymen to honor him. 
The service which Frank lin rendered to 
his country during the struggle for liberty 
is invaluable. 
The aid which he obtained 
from France insured to the United States 
the lasting benefits of the victories which 
Washington won on the battlefield. 
In later years obtaining employment in 
Philadelphia Frank lin soon attracted the 
attention of William Keith, the governor 
of Pennslyvania, who persuaded him to 
go to London to study and to purchase 
equipment for a printing office. 
Keith 
promised the boy letters of introduction 
and credit, but when Frank lin arrived in 
London he found that the governor had 
not k ept his word. 
Almost penniless and 
without friends in that city, his condition 
was acute, but he soon obtained epiploy- 
ment and made many friends. 
One of 
these 
was a wealthy Quak er 
merchant 
named Denham who offered the youth a 
position in a store he was opening in 
Philadelphia. 
Accordingly, Frank lin re­ 
turned to that city in 1726 after having 
spent nearly two years in London. Within 
a short time Denham died, and Frank lin 
found himself out of a job, but this may 
have been a good thing for the youth be­ 
cause his nex t step was an important one. 
In 1728 Frank lin established a printing 
house with Hugh Meredith, and in ten 
years had made it the most successful 
business of its k ind in America. 
At this 
lime he also purchased the Pennsylvania 
Gazette a moribund 
newspaper 
which 
under the management gained a circula­ 
tion of about 10,000 and became one of 
the most prominent papers in the coun­ 
try. 
Soon afterward he began to publish 
his famous ‘‘Poor Richard’s 
Alamnac” 
containing the pithy max ims which retain 
their popularity to this day, and from 
which he made his fortune. 
He also be­ 
came 
public 
printer 
of 
Pennsylvania, 
which added to his prestige, and in 1730 
he married Deborah Read with whom he 
had fallen in love some years before. 
During the nex t twenty years F rank ­ 
lin’s popularity and activity steadily in­ 
creased, he becoming one of the most re­ 
m ark able men of the age.

ances in the hope of developing some new 
and remark able device w’ere cheered by 
William A. Kinnan’s statement that the 
day of the individual inventor has not 
passed. 
Mr. Kinnan, w’ho is first assistant pat­ 
ent commissioner, spok e on behalf of the 
garret genius in reply to those wdio have 
said successful invention is now’ almost ev- 
clusively the product of research organi­ 
zations of modern industry. 
The feed-back circuit, the neutrodyne 
and the vacuum cleaner are mentioned by 
Kinnan as ex amples of comparatively re­ 
cent inventions developed by men w’ho 
w’ork ed 
independently. 
Undoubtedly 
many similarly important things are being 
developed today by 
those 
w’ho 
labor 
alone. 
Genius has been defined as the 
ability to correlate tw^o apparently separ­ 
ate ideas or phenomena. 
Many important 
inventions show evidence of such correla­ 
tion, w’hich may as readily be an attribute 
of a single mind as of group organization.

The mark et took 
notice, 
and 
the 
inevitable 
occurred: 
Wholesale prices rose. 
The law^ of sup­ 
ply and demand operated with the impar­ 
tiality and effectiveness for w’hich it is 
celebrated. 
The men w’ho undertook to 
supply apples wdiolesale for the jobless 
to vend retail found their financial plan 
im periled; the thoughtless began to cry 
“Rack et!” 
Success of apple selling in New’ York — 
six thousand of the jobless are figured as 
mak ing an average of $14 each from it— 
naturally started 
other 
communities to 
consider it as a means of self-help for 
some of their indigent. 
Nex t w’eek Chica­ 
go, St. Louis and other cities may try it. 
If it w’ork s W’ith them the demand for the 
fruit will increase and the wholesale price 
w’ill go up; nothing can stop it.

After democrats and rep ublican 
minority leaders had lauded Gov er­ 
nor Caulfield’s administration; said 
^ 
the Jones’ attemp t should not be 
countenanced; and that it was an 
attemp t to becloud the real issue 
and p lace a stigma on the chief ex ­ 
ecutiv e, rep resentativ e Jones made 
a sole defense of the p rop osal and 
then announced in concluding he 
was withdrawing it. 
Jones said his sp eech merely was 
to ex p lain the p urp ose of the resolu­ 
tion, which, he said, was to determ­ 
ine if the gov ernor was derelict in 
his duties in relation to the treas­ 
urer’s office. 
“If the charges of Irregularities 
are true against Larry Brunk, 1 
will go along with the rest in action 
against him,’’ Jones said, “but if

CHICAGO, Jan. 16 —CW—F. Ad- 
son White, 57, p resident of Armour 
and Co., was killed last night by 
a fall from his sev enth floor bed­ 
room window* in a North Side ap art­ 
ment. 
The multi-millionaire p acker came 
to his death by accident, in the 
op inion of Coroner T. J. Dwy er, and 
T. L. Reed, treasurer of Armour 
and Comp any . 
Reed said he had been talking to 
White just fiv e minutes before he 
top p led from the window*. 
At that 
time White w*as sitting on the sill 
“to get a little air,” he ex p lained to 
Reed. 
He w*as alone in the room at the 
time of the fall. 
Reed said he had retired from the 
loom and returning found White 
had disap p eared. 
Looking out of 
the window* he saw* the body jam­ 
med against the wall at the base of 
the house. 
It was Reed’s belief that an acci­ 
dental blow suffered by White at a 
banquet of Armour emp loy ees the 
day before had caused him to be­ 
come dizzy and lose his balance. 
Coroner Dwy er said that from the 
p osition of the body it w*as ev ident 
death w*as accidental, otherw*ise it I 
w*oiild not hav e come so close to 
the house, he said. 
Reed 
emp hasized 
that 
White’s j 
financial affairs w*ere in “ex cellent 
condition” and asserted he could 
hav e no p ossible motiv e for taking 
his life. 
An inquest is to be held at 10

Hunt, 
secretary

Sedalia Building and Loan Com­ 
p any , at the regular meeting of 
the Kiwanls club at Hotel Both- 
well Thursday . 
The meeting was op ened by J. 
D. Kendis, p resident, who turned 
it ov er to Tom Cloney , chairman 
of the p rogram committee for the 
month of January . 
Mr. Hunt’s talk was a most in­ 
teresting one. 
It follows: 
“From the dawn of 
the 
early 
centuries 
one 
of 
the 
foremost 
thoughts in the minds of ev ery p er­ 
son has been to hav e a p lace they 
could call home, and that this p lace 
should be their ow*n. 
Before Co- 
dumbus drea,med of a new route 
to India, and had started on his 
famous v oy age across the Atlantic 
a race of p eop le know*n as the 
Cliff Dw'ellers 
had 
carv ed 
crude 
homes in the sides of the moun­ 
tains in the southwestern p ait of 
our great country . 
The 
Indian 
also had his wigwam as a p lace 
of abode, 
“As Civ ilization adv anced p eop le 
began to group themselv es together 
in v illages, these v illages became 
towms, and the towns became ci­ 
ties. 
Business 
interests 
dev elop ­ 
ing at this time called leaders to 
these towns and 
cities. 
These 
leading men looking forward with 
great foresight and v ision saw that 
some 
p lan must 
be 
adop ted 
by 
w*hich they and 
their emp loy ees 
could own their ow*n homes. 
But 
in order to build and own these 
homes the matter of finances be­ 
came an imp ortant factor. 
To p ro­ 
v ied finances for the establishment 
of homes has been a p roblem that 
has occup ied the minds of not only 
indiv iduals, 
but group s 
of finan­ 
ciers hav e sp ent hours, day s and 
ev en weeks seeking a solution for 
these imp ortant p roblems. 
“Building 
societies 
formed 
ex ­ 
p ressly for the p urp ose of loaning 
funds to w*age earners, w^ho might 
use them for home buy ing or home 
building had flourished in England 
as far back as 1780 but it was not 
until the y ear 1831 that any serious 
activ e consideration w*as giv en the 
Building and Loan mov ements in 
the United States. 
“To Jesse Castor, an attorney , 
Samuel Pilling, a dealer in cloth, 
Jeremiah Horrocks, a manufacturer 
of calico, Henry Tay lor, a p hy si­ 
cian and a Mr. Shallcross, p rinci­ 
p al of the schools of Frankford 
goes the credit of organizing the 
first Building and Loan Association 
in this country . 
These men had 
not p aid much attention to this 
form of financing homes while they 
were liv ing in the old country , but 
W’hen they saw p eop le of limited 
means in this new’ country struggl­ 
ing to acquire homes of their owm, 
and not being able to p rop erly fin­ 
ance them, they recalled the Bri­ 
tish method of home ow’nership . 
“The first building 
and 
loan 
association was organized on Janu­ 
ary 3rd 1831, at the Inn of Thomas 
Sidebotham 
in 
Frankford, 
Penn., 
which was a tow*n of about 1000 
p eop le located a day s journey by 
stage-coach from the city of Phila­ 
delp hia. 
It might be interesting 
to know’ that 
Philadelp hia 
has 
grown in the direction of Frank­ 
ford until Frankford is now a p art 
of that great city . 
The name se­ 
lected for this first association w*as 
the Ox ford Prov ident Building A.s- 
sociation. 
When the founders of 
this first association drew up their 
organization p ap ers by the light of 
an oil lamp on the night of January 
3rd, 1831 they did not hav e so 
much as a scrap of p ap er to guide 
them in their w’ork which in the 
future y ears was to become so im­ 
p ortant. 
To head the first build­ 
ing 
and 
loan 
association 
these 
men selected Mr. Isaac Whitlock 
who had been a manufacturer of 
furniture in England and who at 
this time w’as in the lumber busi­ 
ness in Frankford. 
He was chief 
burgess of Frankford for a number 
of y ears and was widely know*n 
for 
his 
many 
p lans 
for help ing 
those less fortunate than himself. 
“The first building and loan orga­ 
nization started w*ith the sum of 
$244,000 
cash. 
This 
association 
made its first loan more than a 
y ear after the date of organization, 
and 
was for only 
$375.00. 
This 
loan W’as made to Mr, Comly Rich^

$1 00 PER YEAR 
^y ho held the 
p osition of Lamp 
lighter in the town of Frankford. 
Mr. Rich learned that a certain 
house could be p urchased for $375.- 
00. 
He made ap p lication to the 
Ox ford 
Prov ident 
for 
the 
abov e 
amount, and the p rotoistatic cop y 
of the minutes of the association 
show’s 
that the 
loan 
was 
made 
for the full 
p urchase 
amount. 
There lies the difference from p re­ 
sent p ractice. 
Either the ex ecu­ 
tiv es thought that Mr. Rich had 
made 
an 
ex cellent 
p urchase 
for 
less than the v alue of the p rop erty , 
or they did net at the outset p os­ 
sess the horror which the p resent 
generation 
of 
building 
and 
loan 
men w’ould regard a 100 p er cent 
leav ing no margin for security . 
“The organizers of the Ox ford 
Prov ident Association had in mind 
only the needs of the citizens in 
Frankford w’ho longed for homes 
of their own. There was no though 
of carry ing the association after 
these needs had been met. 
From 
that, date until the p resent time 
is only a few day s more than 100 
y ears, 
but 
in 
that 
interv al 
the 
modest figures set down by the 
secretary of the Ox ford Prov ident 
hav e grown from a sum of $244.00 
into millions, and in recent y ears 
to billions of dollars. 
So wide­ 
sp read has been the growth of the 
building and 
loan ideas that at 
p resent there are 126 56 associations 
in the United States. 
One p erson 
out of ev ery elev en is a sharehol­ 
der in at least one of these as­ 
sociations, 
eight 
million 
homes 
hav e been financed, and total as­ 
sets hav e grown to the ov er $9 ,000.- 
000,000.00. 
On January 1st, 19 31, 
these associations p aid more than 
$250,000,000.00 in div idends to their 
shareholders. 
“The house on which the first 
Building and Loan loan w’as made 
is still standing, and in use. The 
first association is still op erating, 
which is p ositiv e p roof that those 
early p ioneers of our country build- 
ecl w’ell, and on good foundations. 
“In our own state there are 237 
Associations now op erating, their 
total assets of more than 214 mil­ 
lion dollars. 
The First Association 
organized in Missouri started busi 
ness in 186 8, and is still carry ing 
on the great w’ork for which it 
was started. 
“Building and Loan offers a class 
of p ap er that in this business de­ 
p ression has not decreased in v alue. 
Building and Loan is a corp oration 
required by law to cash its cap ital 
securities at face v alue within 30 
day s of the time written notice is 
giv en that the holder w*ishes to 
cash same. No broker is needed to 
go out and find a buy er for Build­ 
ing and Loan shares. 
It would in­ 
terest most any one to know the 
stories of the many p eop le whose 
v ery liv es hav e p ractically been 
8 « v ed in the p ast y ears by re­ 
serv e funds av ailable to them in 
these associations. 
In many cases 
these reserv e funds w*ere the one 
quick asset that sav ed other inv est­ 
ments accumulated during a life 
time. 
The fact that loans made in 
Building and Loan Associations do 
not hav e to be renewred ev ery three 
or fiv e y ears has been the means 
of many p eop le sav ing their homes 
from b#lng sold at foreclosure. No 
one knows better than those p eop le 
the mental anguish, worry and re­ 
sulting loss of health that they 
hav e been sp ared because in earlier 
y ears, by these monthly sav ings 
they hav e 
accumulated 
reserv e 
funds. 
Nev er before has the v alue 
of Building and Loan been so truly 
realized. 
“There are building and loan as­ 
sociations in y our city . Get acquaint­ 
ed w’ith them, and their methods. 
Let them tell y ou of the number of 
p lans for accumulating a sum of 
money that may come in handy in 
later y ears. 
Build a sav ings ac­ 
count that will help p ut y our chil­ 
dren through school, help to estab­ 
lish a home or a business for those 
children, and in the later y ears of 
life when y ou wish to leav e the 
business in which y ou hav e been 
engaged, to others, y ou can p lan 
to sp end a number of y ears in ease, 
looking 
back

‘Home owning is still a p roblem as 
it was in the day s when Jesse Cas­ 
tor w’rote these w’ords in the minute 
book of the Ox ford Prov ident Build­ 
ing Association, “This Association 
shall continue until qv ery member 
shall hav e an op p ortunity of build 
ing or buy ing a dw’elling house.” 
The time has not y et come, p robab­ 
ly nev er w*ill come for the successor 
of the Ox ford Prov ident, or for the 
p eop le at large 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Building and 
Loan 
will 
continue 
for 
hundreds 
of y ears. 
They w’ill continue to take a modest 
p art of the family ’s income, and 
giv e it back a home.” 


C B. DENMAN IN

Meeting Is Postponed. 
The meeting of the Community 
Club of Strip ed College and Mc- 
Vey school, to hav e been held Fri­ 
day at the home of Mrs. F. M. 
Nicholas, Tw'elfth street and Mar­ 
shall, has been p ostp oned a w*eek, 
because of the absence from the 
city of Mrs. Claire Montgomery , 
county home demonstration agent. 


The “p otential p ossibilities” of 
the Federal Farm Board, created 
eighteen months ago with a v iew 
of bringing about farm relief, were 
rev iewed by C. B. Denman, Mis­ 
souri member of the board, at a 
dinner at Hotel Bothwell, Wednes­ 
day ev ening, which w’as held under 
the ausp ices 
of the agricultural 
committee of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, of w’hich Leon Arcliias is 
chairman. 
Mr. Denman declared the Farm 
Marketing Act was the greatest 
p iece of legislativ e law enactment 
that this country has seen since 
.the Federal Reserv e Bank law was 
created nearly tw’enty y ears ago. 
As ex p lained by Mr.. Denman, the 
farm marketing board p rov ides for 
coop erativ e 
marketing. 
He 
ad­ 
mitted at the beginning that the re­ 
sult of this law was indefinite. He 
referred to it as an ex p eriment, 
but he was free to admit that so 
far the board 
had 
accomp lished 
enough to justify th« statement that 
it had great p otential p ossibilités, 
and that the work done so far had 
p rov en p ractical solutions to the 
p roblems entrusted to the board to 
work out. 
He referred to the op p osition to 
the law’ and the criticisms that hav e 
been made of it since it became 
op erativ e, but he was op timistic 
in his belief that it would p rov e 
itself equally as effectiv e and as 
adv antageous ag has been the fed­ 
eral reserv e bank act 
He referred to the« v arious fea­ 
tures of the att, stabilization, the 
equalization fee, and the 
results 
that hav e b« « a obtained from them 
in actual gen'lce rendered through 
the coop erativ e p lan that the act 
p rov ides for. 
He p ointed out in­ 
stances whtre the stabilization of 
p rices for v arious commodities had 
been brought about by the p rov is­ 
ions of the farm act; he p ointed 
sp ecifically to the fact that the 
p rice of w’ool had been brought to 
a p oint of stability ; that through 
the efforts of a certain butter co­ 
op erativ e association that that com­ 
modity had been brought to a p oint 
of stabilization and that he had no 
doubt but other p roducts of agri­ 
culture could be as well taken care 
of as these if the p rop er remedy 
was ap p lied. 
The economic side of the p rob­ 
lem must necessarily be consider­ 
ed in the work and serv ice of the 
p roducer. He adv ised all to market 
their p roducts under the coop erativ e 
marketing act, declaring that if this 
p olicy was adop ted, and faithfully 
followed, 
that it would 
stabilize 
p rices^’ and 
bring about a more 
satisfactorily working p rogram. 
He 
urged confidence in local bankers. 
He said the farm board sup p le­ 
ments that which the local banker 
ap p rov es. “With y our banker will- 
ing to finance y ou,” said Mr. Den- 
maL,” the Farm Board will feel 
more like doing its p art in assist­ 
ing in bringing about the results 
desired. 
Before the Farm Board 
will loan money ,” continued Mr. 
Denman,” it must hav e some as­ 
surance that it W’ill get some of the 
money back that it loans. 
“There is one outstanding thing 
about the op erations of the federal 
farm board” said Mr. Denman, “and 
that is that w’e hav e been urged 
on ev ery hand to buy , but we hav e 
y et to receiv e our first request to 
sell. 
This is true as regards the 
wheat situation. 
There is no ques­ 
tion but that we hav e bought a 
lot of w’heat,” he said, “and if we 
would listen to some of our “ad­ 
v isers” we w'ould buy a lot more. 
But nobody tells us to sell wheat. 
We don’t know just what w’e are 
going to do W’ith all the wheat we 
hav e, but there is one thing sure 
W’e hav e kep t the p rice up . In Liv er­ 
p ool today w'heat is thirty -fiv e cents 
low’er than it is in this country . 
The Board believ es that ev ery man 
has a right to sell his p roducts to- 
d a,, tomorrow or the nex t day , at 
a liv able p rice. 
Europ e is a sick 
w’orld, with one third in rev olution 
and two-thirds immesurably w’orse 
off than W’e are. 
The p roduction 
of W’heat in this country is some­ 
thing like 800,000,000 bushels and 1 
do not believ e in buy ing six bil­ 
lion bushels of w*heat that has nev ­ 
er been grown, nor will ev er be 
seen.” 
Referring 
to 
the 
liv estock 
in­ 
dustry , Mr. Denman declared that 
this industry , like the w’ool indus­ 
try , was p urely domestic and that 
some day this industry would be 
just as stap le as the wool market 
is today . He p ointed out that Cana­ 
da was selling her liv e stock to 
Europ ean markets and the fact that 
the deliv ery 
of 
liv e 
stock 
from 
Mex ico left the ow’ner without any ­ 
thing in return for his deliv eries, 
p romp ted the p rediction that there 
would be v ery little, if any liv e 


stock come from Mex ico. The re­ 
sult, he said, would be that the 
liv estock 
industry 
w’ould 
become 
thoroughly 
domestic 
and 
p roduc­ 
tion would be gauged by the con­ 
sump tion demand. 
Mr. Denman sp oke of the market 
for meats, and of the p ossibilities 
for this commodity , if p rop erly dis­ 
tributed. 
Under the old sy stem, he 
said, the cost of distribution w’as 
large and there w*as little left for 
the p roducer, but under the new* 
sy stem 
of 
refrigeration 
the 
p os­ 
sibilities are great. 
He ex p lained the new sy stem of 
quick 
freezing, 
by 
which 
meats 
may 
be 
p acked, 
distributed 
and 
kep t in p erfect condition, and tie 
illustrated this by telling of one 
meat dealer in the east who had 
ov er 
two 
hnudred 
retail 
stores, 
each store cutting and distributing 
its own. 
There was great loss, so 
much that each store w’as taking 
in such small amounts that they 
could not continue to op erate un­ 
less a change w’as naade. 
This man 
op ened a central distributing shop . 
All meat w’as cut, frozen, p acked 
in p ackages with kind of cut, and 
p rice labeled on the outside. 
To 
the slums and p oorer p arts of the 
cities he sent the cheap er 
cuts 
of meat. 
To the districts w’here 
there was wealth he sent the bet­ 
ter cuts^ 
The p rice was lowered, 
all the meat w’as disp osed of, and 
he soon found that where he had 
been taking in $300 during a cer­ 
tain p eriod he was taking in $3000. 
He was not only benefiting himself, 
but 
his 
customers 
w’ere 
getting 
cheap er meat. 
His 
success w’as 
due to the method of distributing, 
as well as the sy stem of refriger­ 
ation. 
He urged his hearers and all oth­ 
er farmers to sell their p roducts 
under the co-op erativ e p lan, which 
he said would bring about the re­ 
sults they had and are now hop ing 
for. 
The dinner was attended by more 
than two 
hundred 
farmers 
and 
business and p rofessional men, the 
majority 
of the 
audience 
being 
made up of farmers who hav e a 
high regard for Mr. Denman who 
is p ersonally know’n to 
many 
of 
them. Mr. Denman has v isited Se­ 
dalia p rev iously and is known to 
hundreds in 
Sedalia 
and 
Pettis 
County . His home is at Farmington. 
Mo. Prefacing his sp eech Mr. Den­ 
man said that he w’as ap p ointed a 
member of the Federal Farm Board 
w’ithout solicitation from him, and 
that all other members of the board 
had nev er been candidates for ap ­ 
p ointment. His sp eech last night at 
the Bothw’ell hotel 
w’as the third 
one for that day . He 
arriv ed 
in 
Sedalia from Marshall late Wednes- 
dy a ev ening. 
The 
meeting 
was 
op ened 
by 
Chas. O. Botz, p resident of the 
Chamber of Commerce, wt» y ielded 
the gav el to Leon Archias, chair­ 
man of the Agricultural committee, 
who introduced 
Committee 
Chair­ 
men of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and others 
as 
follow’s:

Courtney , chairman of the Better 
Business Bureau Committee; Gould 
Sturges, Industrial committee;

thought the state unauthorized to 
name the lake. 
The second bill introduced by a 
number of Democrats and Rep u­ 
blicans alike and was the p rop osal 
of the automobile club of Missouri 
for a state highw’ay p atrol force. 
The measure, which has ap p rov al 
of all interested factions, calls for 
a sup erintendent to head the de­ 
p artment, 12 cap tains and 24 ser­ 
geants to head districts throughout 
the state, and not more than 144 
p atrolmen mounted on motorcy cles 
and in automobiles to p olice the 
highw’ay s. 
The money for salaries 
and 
ex p enses 
would 
come 
frornj 
the state road fund.

Quite frequently poultry ow’iiers 
atteiniit to go rhroii.gh the winter 
with insurticient feeding and wa­ 
tering equipment in the poultry 
house. 
W eeks of had weather dur­

care for the flock adeiiiiately un­ 
less attention has been given 
to 
feeding needs. 
With the advent of mash feed­ 
ing flocks being fed in many in­ 
stances on a mash ration alone, 
mash hojipers in tlie winter house 
become 
practically 
a 
necessity. 
Tlie.se 
hoppers 
should 
he 
large 
enough to care for the mash needs 
of the flock for at least two weeks, 
to save labor tiy less frequent fill­ 
ing. A good rule to follow in judg­ 
ing the flo(’k needs for a definite 
time is to aJIow’ for a consumption 
of about tliree pounds of masli per 
bird, jier month. 
One foot of feed­ 
ing space should ho allow’ed for 
everv ten birds in the flock. 
The 
hoppi'i’ should be arranged so tliat 
the fow’ls cannot roost on tlie top. 
W’here scrach grain is fed.

should he fed in the litter, either
